Sir Jolin and Mr. Laurier Make Telling Speeches 
—The Vote Taken at 1:30 This Morning in 
the Presence of Three Thousand People— 
The Methodist Missionaries Interview Sir 
.lulin on Indian Matters. 



(From Our Own Co, respondent.) 
OTTAWA, March 28. -The groat debate on the 
Jesuits Act is over and the government sus- 
tained by a tremendous majority, 17o. The 
following thirteen members voted for the dis- 
allowance bill: Cock burn, lienison, Mo.Carl hv, 
McNeil, O'Brion, Tyrwhil and Wallace, Con- 
servatives; Uarron, Charlton, Macdontild 
(Huron), Sutherland and Scrivor, Liberals. The 
division is the largest ever recorded in the 
Canadian parliament. 

The most noticeable speeches in to-day's 
debate were Laurier's ind Sir John's. Laurlor's 
speech was of a historical character, showing If 
not I he Jesuits, the Church was entitled to the 
ostate. He made an eloquent appeal for tolera- 
tion among all classes of tho Dominion. 

The premier's speech was a wonderful oflbrt, 
indicating a thorough grasp of tho question, 
lie considl red the Act constitutional in every 
respect. The government would be guilty of 
act of tyranny If it was disallowed. lie 
thought tho agitation would pooh die out,

The Jesuit Estates Act nf tho Province 
of Quebec is creating quite a commotion 
in nearly every part of the Dominion. It 
is rather singular that while it wits pass- 
ing through the Legislature of that pro- 
vince hardly anything was said about it 
outside the Parliament buildings. It was 
introduced by Mr. Mercier as tho linal 
settlement of a lonit, standing dispute. It 
met with scarcely tiny opposition and 
pissed without a division. Two or three 
Protestant members raised a few objec- 
tions to tho measure but they were so 
mild in the expression of their views that 
tliey wore complimented on their modera- 
tion by the leader of the Government. 
A few of tho lending English newspapers 
opposed tho passage of the bill and the 
right of the Jesuits to tho estates was 
afterwards rather vigorously discussed by 
their correspondents, but there was 
nothing like an agitation against the mea- 
sure in tho province. The Protestants of 
the province took the matter so quietly 
that not a single petition against Mr, 
Morcior's mode of settlement was pre- 
sented to tho provincial legislature. In 
fact very fetv measures of equal import- 
ance receive so little opposition ill the 
Legislature and in the country as did this 
.Jesuits' Estate Act about which we hear 
so much in these days. Mr. Mercier can 
veil claim that his measure received 
almost the universal approval of tho 
people of the Province of Quebec. 

Since its passage through the Provin- 
cial Legislature an agitation has been 
raised against its allowance by the Dom- 
inion Government, begun by the Toronto 
Mail and taken tip by many Protestant 
bodies, lay and cleric, in the Province of 
Ontario. Tho agitation lias extended to 
(,) ebec, but even there it is not so lively 
o so bitter as it is in Ontario. Tho oppo- 
sition to it is partly political and partly 
yie;s/ -religious. The politicians admit 
that the Quebec Legislature had a right to 
grant the tnoi uy to the Jesuits, but it had 
no right to seek the intervention of the 
Pope, either with respeel to the terms of 
the settlement or the distribution of the 
money. The Pope, they contend, could 
not legally lie invested with the powers 
delegated to him by the Act. It is this 
alleged subordination of tho power of the 
Queen to that of the Pope w hich, in their 
opinion, vitiates the law. The religionists 
object to the Jesuits in lulu. They say 
that the Jesuits have no right to the pro- 
pert}-, that they have no status in the 
country, that, they are a dangerous body 
of men and should not be countenanced 
by any British Legislature. The 
denunciation of tho Jesuits by 
these good people is too general to be 
precise. It is just a little difficult lor the 
dispassionate enquirer who wants to get 
at the truth of the matter to see exactly to 
what practical conclusion this wholesale 
denunciation uf the Jesuits leads. Have 
they no legal rights ? Are they outlaws 
in the Dominion 1 Is it impossible for 
them to hold property in the Province of 
Quebec I Is the act passed some timeago 
incorporating tho Order in Quebec Pro- 
vince null and void ' It is hard to say 
what those who condemn the Jesuits so 
sweopingly would have. The disallow- 
ance of the Jesuits Estate Act will not 
satisfy them, for there is nothing to Itin- 
dor the Legislature of Quebec enacting 
another law granting them the 8400,000 
compelisatio i wit bout asking the Pope or 
any other ecclesiastical authority to inter- 
vene between them and tho Government. 
.Such a law would, according to the op- 
ponents of the present law, bo strictly 
constitutional and could not be disallowed 
on legal grounds. But this is not tho con- 
summation which t be' si longest denounc- 
ers of the Jesuits wish. 



settlement, been going on for more than 
thirty years. Now, it will bo granted 
that the dispute between tho Jesuits and 
tho Provincial Government was a strictly 
Quebec matter. No other Province had 
anything to do with it, I f its legislature 
chose to put a stop to agitation and litiga- 
tion with regard to the estates they had a 
perfect right to do so. Whether they 
made a wise or an unwise bargain waB 
thoir own affair. They chose rather than 
to allow the dispute to go on to come to 
a compromise. Their Government had 
tho power to do this, and when tho Legis- 
lature gave its sanction to that arrange- 
ment and passed a law to carry it into ef- 
fect no one outside of the Province of 
Quebec had any right to find fault. If, 
for instance, tho Legislature of British 
Columbia, with the full consent of the 
great majarity of the taxpayers, chose to 
make a certain disposal of part of the pro- 
vincial funds would they feel pleased 
when some of tho inhabitants of Ontario 
interfered and threatened the Dominion 
Government with their determined oppo- 
sition if it did not disallow the British 
Columbian Act. The people of this Pro- 
vince would, without much ceremony, toll 
the meddling Ontarions to mind their 
own business ; and if tho Federal Govern- 
ment was so weak as to submit to the dic- 
tation of tho Ontario busybodies British 
Columbians would feel deeply and right- 
eously indignant. Tho cases are precisely 
parallel. The Quebec Legislature settled 
a purely provincial dispute in tho w ay it 
considered best. Some of tho peo- 
ple of Ontario do not approve 
of that settlement and they are ap- 
plying to the Dominion Government 
to have tho Quebec law disallowed. "But 
the Jesuits get the money," it is objected. 
That makes no difference whatever. The 
(uestion to bo decided is, had the people 
of Quebec the power to make the settle- 
ment/ If thoy had, tho Ontario people 
had no right to object to its terms or with 
whom it was made. As the Dominion 
Government is satisfied that the Jesuits 
Estates Act is constitutional, it has, we 
submit, no choice but to allow it to go into 
operation. To suffer one province to 
interfere in the affairs of another province 
would be most unwise and would soon 
make tho Dominion a scene of contention 
and confusion. Suppose for a moment 
that the Dominion Government gave way 
to tho pressure, no doubt very severe, 
that has been brought to bear upon it, 
what would he the consequence I Quebec 
would be instantly in a llamo. Its inhabit- 
ants would loudly demand their constitu- 
tional rights. They would resent tho 
interference of Ontario in their domestic 
atl'airs, and they would re-enact the law 
at the next session of the Legislature, and 
do as Ontario did in tho matter of the 
Streams Bill, keep on re-enacting it until 
the Federal Government would have tho 
alternative before it of oither allowing the 
Act or permitting tho Confederation 
to go to pieces. Tho agitation with 
respect to tho Streams Bill was bitter 
enough, but the consequences of disallow- 
ance in the present case would be still 
more serious, as the religious element 
forms a largo and a conspicuous part of 
tho unpleasantness. The people of Que- 
bec would no doubt consider that in op- 
posing disallowance they were contending 
not only for their provincial rights, but 
for their religious liberties. It does not 
require a very lively imagination to see 
how acrimonious and how dangerous such 
a contest would bo. 

The Dominion Government aro, in our 
opinion, doing what is best, not only for 
Quebec but for the whole Dominion, in 
resisting the influences that have been 
brought to bear upon it in order to in- 
duce it to disallow thu Jesuits Estate Act.

The Government take the ground that 
the Jesuits Estates Act cannot be disal- 
lowed, because if was strictly within the 
power of the Quebec Legislature to pass it, 
and thai the people of l he provinces have a 
right to do what thoy like with their own 
money. This seems to us tho sale and 
sensible position to lake. It is not 
prudei t or proper for the Federal 
Government to be continually interfering 
with the legislation of the provinces, The 
provinooa aro, within certain specified 
limits, self-governing. As long as they 
keep inside llmse limits they have a right 
to demand to have their own way. If the 
people of any province wish to regulate 
what aro strictly and admittedly their 
own affairs in a certain way, the general 
government abuses its power when it in- 
terferes to prevent it. If this interfer- 
ence was frequent the self-govern- 
ment of the province would become a 
sham. It behoves the provinces then to 
be jealous of tho rights, powers and priv- 
ileges extended to them by tho constitu- 
tion. We find that, thoy are jealous, and 
nothing would tend to split up tho con- 
federation more quickly and more effectu- 
ally than the nullification of their local 
laws by the Federal Government. 

Tho people of tho Province of Quebec 
consider that they have aright to settle 
the Jesuits' claims in the way they think 
best. The history of tho Jesuits' estates 

is a long and a complicated one. Those 
estates, after many changes, at last be- 
came tho property of tho Province of 
Quebec, The' Jesuits claimed them. An 
agitation to place the revenues of those 
cslates under the control of tho Roman 
Catholic Church had, previous to the Into

A (MEAT UNDERTAKING. 

The Canadian Western Central Rail- 
way Company's Bill, introduced by 
Mr. Masou and read a second time on 
Wednesday, is, ono of the most import- 
ant measures ever deliberated upon in thu 
Legislative Assembly of this province. 
Its object is to open up a large and rich 
section of tho province and to give rail- 
way accommodation to settlements and 
districts which have long been Buffering 
for want of better moans of communica- 
tion with the cities and towns on tho 
coast. It may in time, too, bo connected 
with the railway systems on the eastern 
side of the Rocky Mountains and give the 
province an outlet to tho enst through 
the most fertile part of the Northwest 
Territories. 1 1 will also aid materially in 
placing British Columbia in communica- 
tion with the Peace River region whose 
vast capabilities are only beginning to be 
known. Tho held which this railway will 
bring into communication with tho Pacific 
Coast is indeed immense, and the conse- 
quences of ita construction can hardly be 
imagined. 

The projected railway will aid in the 
development of a country whose mineral 
resources are undoubtedly great. The Car- 
iboo district has been mined, as far as the 
production of gold is concerned, with bet- 
ter results thanany partof the province and 
when once the railway runs through it, 
mining enterprise will receive an im- 
petus that cannot butbo productive of the 
host results to the Province. Thoreison 
both sides of the route fertile agricultural 
lands and an immense area of the finest 
grazing country in the Dominion. The 
grass that grows on it is peculiarly nutri- 
tious and the climate is favorable to stock 
of all kinds. Timber, too. of the best 
kind is to be found on this route, and 
when thu railway is built can be made 
available. 

By far the greater part of the country 
is now, for the want of railway communi- 
cation, a wilderness. The treasures hid 
den in its rocks and tho fertility of its 
soil aro of no use to any one. A railway 
would bring it within reach of thu thou- 
sands who are suffering for want of a con- 
genial and profitable field for their en- 
ergies, and would make its vast and va- 
ried resources contribute to the wealth of 
the province. 

The immense plateau through which 
this lino is to run must, bo opened up 
sooner or later. It would yield an im- 
mediate return to those who might settle 
upon it, but every year that it is allowed 
to remain unproductive is a loss to tho 
whole population of the province. The 
same may bo said of the mineral resources 
of the country, which are waiting to be 
developed, Its wealth can only bo guessed 
at, but it would surprise no ono if it will 
bo found rich beyond the wildest dreams 
of tho most sanguine. Nothing is to bo 
gained by leaving it unexplored for an 
indefinite number of yean longer. 

It is every British Columbian's interest 
to give the projectors of this railway all 
possible encouragement. That tho scheme 
is a solid ono and that tho projectors 
mean business may be considered certain. 
Tho gentlemen who are applying for the 
charter are not tho men to engage m a 
delusive speculation. Both their character 
ind their conn nercial standing pro vent even 
the most cautious and the most suspicious 
from concluding that tho application for a 
charter is not made in good faith, and 
that tho projectors will not uso all their 
influence and thoir onergies to bring the 
undertaking to a successful issue. What 
it is possible for lirst-cluss business men 
to do to further the scheme will be done. 
Tho work is no doubt a groat ono, and 
great difficulties lie in the way of carrying 
it out, but enterprise and courage intelli- 
gently directed have overcome greater 
difficulties, and wo have faith to boliove that 
what many to-day regard as a visionary 
impracticable scheme will, in a very short 
time, become an accomplished fact. The 
sceptics and the croakers have so often 
been compelled to become holiovcrs and 
admirers that wo huvo Btrong holies of

"He got so ho could turn a somersault 
With his pistol in his hand and as ho came 
up hit a fifty-cent piece every timo twenty- 
11 vo yards away. lie could shoot in every 
position, whether standing, running or rid- 
ing, and every time he 'plumped' the bull's- 
eye. Suddenly he left town, and it was not 
long till we heard of his robbing stages all 
alone. Ho had nerves of steel, and did not 
seem to bo afraid of any body or any thing. 
The greatest efforts were made to capture 
him, but he eluded all of his pursuers. Ho 
seemed to be here, there and everywhere at 
the same time.

liow llo Sometimes Manages to Got » 
■* Good Meal for a. Dime. 

"Thoro nro many ways of beating a res- 
taurant," remarked a Pittsburgh man who 
lias had much experience as a caterer, to a 
Dispatch reporter. "I've learned a good 
many things in this business, at no slight 
cost to myself,." 

"What is the modus oporandi of the 
sharper t" 

"Well, it is simple, yet it works well— for 
him. The larger the restaurant the easier 
it is to get a meal for almost nothing. Sup- 
pose you have only a dime and your appe- 
tite demands a 75-cent dinner. You ontor 
a place which is already crowded and seat 
yourself at the further end oftho lunch 
counter. You then order a sandwich or 
something else Unit will cost you but a 
dime. "When you have devoured the pro- 
vision tho waiter hands you a cheek culling 
for 10 cents. You take it and saunter 
towards the door. The. cashier is busy 
making change, and doesn't soo you. You 
seat yourself at the counter near him, | 
another waiter hands you a bill of fare and 
you order a substantial dinner. When you 
havo finished you receive a second chock, 
marked 75 cents. Put that in your pocket, 
take the other one and hand it to the 
cashier with your dime. Seel It's an old 
game, but it is often worked by men who 
live by their wits. 

"Then there is another scheme, which re- 
quires the aid of a confederate One of the 
heats comes Into the dining-room, seats 
himself at a table and orders a good square 
meal, A few minutes later his companion 
enters ami takes a seat at the same table. 
They do not speak and thu waiter thinks 
them perfect strangers. Number 12 orders 
a light lunch, costing IS cents, and is given 
a check for that amount. The other gets 
his dollar dinner and; departs, taking (by 
mistake apparently) the 15 cent check, 
which he cashes at the desk. When tho 
second man has finished he picks up the re- 
maining check, looks surprised, calls tho 
waiter, and says: 

it 'Here. what, do you mean by this! 1 got 
but 15 cents worth, yet this check calls for 
a dollar,' and he raises a kick. 

"The proprietor is called and matters ex- 
plained to him. The fellow puts on a bold 
front and maintains that ho doesn't know 
the other man from Adam. 'Because you 
let him swindle you is no reason why 1 
should pay for his dinner. I owe you only
